A VISIT TO THE 
“COLORADO DIVISION” 
OF THE 


SAN DIEGO DX CLUB

My wifeJoan, N6KIM, and! recently spent a week in Southwestern 
Colorado, following our successful descent into, and ascent out of the p 
Grand Canyon. That was an amazing experience, but not the subject of this article. 

We stayed at a timeshare in Pagosa Springs, CO, not far from Durango (yes, we rode the 
train - “is the Pope Catholic?”). That also meant that we were close to Ignacio, CO, the 
home (address-wise) to KOYW - Bruce Clark, ex-K6)YO; and K6XT - Art Charette. 
Bruce and his wife, Patti bailed out of San Diego County several years ago and set up shop 
in Southwestern Colorado; Art & Maureen recently decided to follow suit. They just for- 
mally moved in this year. So, Joan and | spent most of a day with the 4 of them - seeing 
their lovely homes, and touring the ham shacks and antenna farms. 

Art & Maureen bought a classic “home on the prairie,” on about 40 acres, roughly 10 
miles east of Ignacio - nice piece of ground with no end of possibilities for ham radio an- 
tennas. The 80 meter vertical is already up and Art reports that “it’s awesome.” And 
nearby is a very large collection of aluminum, much of which was in the air (and on the air) 
in Ramona - waiting to be ready for action again. 

Bruce & Patti designed their own home, a.k.a. the J awbone Ranch, on the highest point of 
a gorgeous 160 acre parcel of land about 3 miles east of Ignacio. It’s a lovely home with a 
well appointed ham shack. And nearby is Bruce’s fabulous collection of restored “boat an- 
chor” receivers. There’s something in there for any of us more “senior” hams - from a 
Collins 75A4 to a Hammerlund SuperPro!

Cal. and Colorado! 

The visit was capped off with a great dinner at an Indian casino in Ignacio. Bruce and 
Art are eager to host friends from their SD DX Club days, so plan to stop by. In fact, Rick, 
N6ND, and Myrna were there soon after us. One thing to be sure of: neither KOY W nor
